Dry cellars cause excessive loss of 
moisture from potato tubers. Pota- 
toes often go through a sweat when 
first placed in storage and may lose 
some moisture then. A moist atmo- 
sphere, 85 to 90 per cent. relative 
humidity is necessary for the healing 
of wounds when the potatoes are 
first put in storage. In large storage 
places it may be advisable to wet 
down the bins and alley ways before 
the potatoes are stored. 


TRON FOR YOUNG PIGS 


A common cause of death among 
suckling pigs, and particularly, those 
that are raised under more or less 
artificia} conditions, is nutritional 
anaemia. Pigs farrowed in late fall 
and winter, closely confined to com- 
paratively small pens with a board 
or concrete floor, and receiving no 
minerals apart from: those contained 
in the mother’s milk,- become anaemic 
and the mortality among them is 
high. This condition.is not seen to 
any extent in pigs which are born 
during the late spring and summer 
months, when they are out in the

It appears that the fal 
months between the fly period and 
freeze up is the natural ‘time for 
cattle to lay on extra flesh as a re 
serve to carry them through the 
winter. In view of this and the fact

that the herd has ample nutritious 
grazing during this period as well as 
throughout the summer. In many in- 
stances farmers are in a position to 
turn the Herd onto stubble land im- 
mediately after threshing where 
there is often sufficient nutritious 
food to carry the herd until freeze up

Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Ad- | 
ministration, known as “UNRRA”, 
met in Montreal. During the 10-day | 
Conference plans were clarified for 
extending aid to the. war victims = 
Europe and the Far East. From now 
on you'll be -hearing more about 
UNRRA for the keynote of that Con- 
ference was ACTION. 
UNRRA is_ international. Members 
of 44 Allied and Associated Nations 
met less than a year ago at Atlantic 
City, N.J., to establish this human- 
itarian project. It is designed only to 
operate in the postwar period-~but, 
the scope of its emergency tenets) e 
are great: 

To provide food, clothing and 
shelter for the starving-and home- 
less; to furnish welfare services for 
children, nursing and expectant moth 
ers; to prevent the spread of epidem- 
ics; to restore to their homelands 
displaced persons (people who 
through race, religion, or activities 
on behalf of the Allies have been 
moved from their own countries); to : 
help the liberated nations se-estab- 
lish their own voluntary and govern- 
mental services—these are but some 
of the tasks UNRRA has assumed. 

Sounds fine—but—how’s it finan- 
ced? Well, each uninvade@? member 
nation has pledged itself to contrt- 
bute one per cent of its gross nation- 
al income to UNRRA. Canada’s con- 
tribution is $77,000,000. Of this! 
amount 10% is paid in cash for ad- 
ministrative expenses and the other 


90% in supplies and services, Al-|: 


ready UNRRA has placed lange or- 
ders for Canadian woollen garments, 
soap, fish, farm machinery, wheat -~

Since UNRRA will operate only in 
the transitory period it 1s not’ expect- 
ed that the term of employment will 
be longer than one to two years. The 
salaries offered are considered quite 
adequate for the type of service de- 
sired, and while on field service over- 
seag the employee will be paid a liv- 
ing and quarters allowance designed 
to cover the cost of extra living 
abroad. Provision is also made for 
medicn] care and for illness ‘and ac- 
cident insurance. There is a_ retire- 
ment fund, and the individual may 
purchase group insurance at a. low 
rate, 

Canada has already aischarged her 
financial obligation to UNRRA—the 
supplies asked for are being providea 
—~but there is still need of the servic- 
es of these specially qualified men 
and women. On them, and their asso- 
ciates, will fal] the responsibility for 
the success of this, the greatest ven- 
ture in mutual aid and service to
